WEATHER GROP BULLETIN. 
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A Favorable Week for the Farmers in Most 
of the States. 

Washington. June 13.—The warm weather 
of the last week improved the crops greatly 
and they are growing rapidly. 

The general weather has been good and 
several states report it the most favorable 
week of the senson. Farmers are more hope- 
ful in the west and in the south Atlantic 
states. Following are some special tele- 
graphic reports: 

Mississippi—Nights cool for cotton, general 
conditions very favorable, crops very grassy, 
but being cleaned rapidly; corn yeliow in bot- 
toms, season late and crops a little short. 

Louisiuana—Week ypather favorable to crops, 
frequent showers interfered with laying hy of 
cahe, but rice benefited; cotton shows improve- 
ment. some blooms; corn silking and tassell- 
ing. overflow of water falling slowly in the 
extreme northeast and lands will be placed in 
condition as early as practicable. 

Texas—Nights too cool for cotton, plant 
irreguiar in size and prospects, while good in 
some sections, do not average so for the state. 
Corn in good condition, about laid by. 

Arkansas—Most of the corn laid by, cotton 
much improved and crops being rapidly 
cleaned. wheat being harvested, yield good, 
oats heading and promise abundant crop, 
farmers more hopeful and encouraged. 

Tennessee—Warin, work pushed vigorously 
during the week, corn being worked and looks 
well, early wheat abont ready to ent, clover 
and grasses in splendid condition, barley be- 
ing ent. cotton small, tnt improving. 
Kentucky—Most favorable week of the sea- 
son, wheat harvest about to commence, some 
complaint of rust, “9p eg _—— fine, to- 
acco nearly set and looks wel!. 
hilesoatt Most faveradle week of the sea- 
son. work progressing finely and the crop out- 
look {mproving daily.

TARHEEL NEWS. 


The Courts Hold That the Fertilizer Tax Is 
Not Excessive. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 13.—(Special.)—A fer- 
tilizer company some months ago attempted 
to secure from the United States circuit 
court an injunction restraining the state 
department of agriculture from collecting a 
tax of 25 cents per ton on erenstas The 
court declined to grant the injunction, but 
appointed a commissioneg to take testimony 
as to whether the tax collected was in ex- 
cess of an amount necessary to secure @ 
proper inspection and control of fertilizers. 
The court now decides that the tax is not 
excessive, thus sustaining the tonnage tax 
at all points. The fertilizer company ap- 
peals to the United“States supreme court. 
Nearly all the fertilizer companies have 
written the department that they regard the 
tonnage tax law as an admirable protection 
for them as well as for consumers.

THAT DINNER PARTY 


At Which Cleveland and Sheehan Had a 
Bout; 


OVER THE MATTER OF PLEDGES 


During Which It Is Said Cleveland 
Got Angry 


AND BROUGHT HI8 FIST DOWN HARD 


And Said He Would Withdraw from the 
Ticket Before Complying with the 
Demand—The Herald’s Story. 


New York, June 13.—The Herald prints 
the following: Mr. Cleveland’s party of the 
famous little dinner party at the Victoria, 
at whoch Mr. Sheehan's nose was tweak- 
ed, so to speak, is duite interesting. This 
is the way it is repeated by an intimate 
friend of the presiklent, and is the first 
time it has been made public in its details. 
Mr. Whitney had urged upon Mr. Cleve- 
land the importance of meeting the surley 
leaders of the democratic organization with 
a view to harmony. ‘The ex-president was 
unwilling at first; he insisted that the 
fight at Chicago had settled the question 
of personalities, and there was no more 
reason why he should go to New York and 
make overtures to Mr. Hill's friends than 
he should go to the followers of any de- 
feated candidate in any other state. If 
they were democrats, it was their business 
to support the ticket. Finally, however, 
Mr. Whitney’s arguments prevailed, and 
Mr. Cleveland statted from Buzzard’s Bay 
to meet the sullen leaders. When Mr. 
Cleveland met Mr. Whitney, prior to the 
dinner, he looked at him with a curious 
sinpile. 

“Who Will Be There?” 

“Well, Whitney, have you got your dinner 
ready ?”’ 

“Yes, everything is ready.” 

“Who will be there tonight?” 

“Murphy, Sheehan, Croker,” and Mr. 
Whitney named the invited guests. There 
was a moment of silence and then Mr. 
Whitney laughed. 

“I saw Sheehan at the Hoffman today,” 
he said, “and he says he intends to read 


| the riot act to you tonight.” 


“I have heard that he intends to do 
something of that sort,” said Mr. Cleve- 
land, quietly, “‘and I have come to New York 
so that he may have the opportunity.” 

When the dinner was ready, Mr. Sheehan 
turned to Mr. Cleveland and said there was 
a matter of business to be discusssed. Mr. 
Cleveland expressed his willingness to hear 
anything that might be said. Mr. Sheehan 
told him that the gentlemen then present 
were the leaders and representatives of 
the democratic organization in the state 
of New York, and that they wanted to 
come to a definite understanding with him. 
He could not be elected unless they eup- 
ported him, and they did not intend to take 
any chances this time. 

“Well, what do you gentlemen want? 
asked Mr. Cleveland. 

“We want pledges from you,” said 
Sheehan. “We want to know what 
are going to do if you are elected. 
want you to give us promises that will 
satisfy us that the organization will be 
properly recognized if you become president 
again.” 

Mr. Cleveland doubled up his huge fist 
and smote the table. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, speaking slowly 
and with almost painful distinctness, ‘I 
will not go into the white house pledged 
to you or to any one else. I will make no 
secret promises; I'll be d—d if I will.” 

Again the big fist whacked the table. 

“What are you going to do, then?” in- 
quired Mr. Sheehan, cynically. 

Threatened tv Withdraw. | 

“T’ll tell-you what I’m going to do,” said 
Mr. Cleveland, as he rose to his feet. “I 
intend to address a letter to the public, 
in which I shall withdraw from the ticket. 
I will write that letter before I sleep tonight 
and give it to the press. l-intend to ex- 
plain my situation and repeat what you 
have said to me. I will tell the voters 
I cannot give any secret pledges, and, unless 
1 do, you will not support the democratic 
ticket, which means the loss of the state 
of New York, and defeat. I will tell the 
voters I do not want to stand in the way 
of democratic victory. That ig what J 
shall do. Then, gentlemen, you can pick 
a candidate to suit you, and, if he is the 
proper man and the candidate of the party, 
I will vote for him.” 

There was a pause. 

“But I'll tell you one thing, Mr. Shee- 
han,” said Mr. Cleveland, as he turned to 
the now breathless lieutenant governor, 
“in my opinion, public opinion will snow 
you and your organization out of sight 
Within a week.” 

Mr. Croker leaped to his feet. 

“This must stop, Mr. Sheehan; I agree 
with Mr. Cleveland. Ele ¢annot make any 
pledges, and it is not right to ask him for 
them.”’ 

So the dinner party separated, 

“I'll tell you what it is,” said the ex- 
president, as he told the story, “those fel- 
lows got hold of Whitney and rattled him.” 

The gentlemen who saw the president 
a few weeks ago says Mr. Cleveland now 
thinks it was a great mistake not to have 
allowed the anti-Tammanyites to: numinate 
an independent candidate. He is confident 
that such a ticket would have beew vic- 
torious, and would have resulted im »@ 
political condition in the state less em- 
barrassing than that Which now confronts 
him. 

“F} am satisfied,” said the informant, 
“that the next local election will result 
in republican success, and it seems to me 
about the best thing that can happen.” 

“Is that Mr. Cleveland's idea, too?’ 

“I won't say that; in fact, I don’t know.”

A long line of business men, making 
heavy deposits, had mck to do toward 
quelling the excitemeat, and everything 
is comparatively quiet at the other banks. 
Deposits in the People’s Saving bank 
amount to over $6,000,000. State Bank 
Commissioner Sherwood pope nyt and 
the other savings banks#in the city in first- 
class condition says thefe is no occasios for 
alarm. 


HEAVY DEFALGATION. 


A Shortage of Over Seventy Thonsand Dol- 
lars in a Saving Bank. 


New York. June 13.—Defalcations aggregat- 
ing $70,800 have been discovered in the Irving 
Savings institution, No. 96 Warren street, 
New York. The shortage was discovered by 
the state bank examiners, who are still at 
work on the books and will not complete their 
work of serutinizing the bank's affairs for 
some time, as'tbere are Seventeen thousand 
icdividual accoltfits to itvestigate, besides 
the regular bank books. The officials impli- 
cated by the statement of the examiners are 
Clarence D. Heaton, of Brooklyn, who was 
president of the institution and had _over- 
drawn his account to the extent of $27,100; 
ex-Secretary W. H. Buxton, of this city, 
and Paying Teller D. D. Tompkins. — 

After the defaleations were discovered the 
three resignations of the officérs named were 
received and the facts of the case have been 
reported to the district attorney. 

Messrs. Stern aud Rushmore, counsel for 
the Irving Savings institution, tonight gave 
out the following statment: 

“On the 24th of April last Charles Preston, 
superintendent of banks, of the state of New 
York, commenced an examination of the Ir- 
ving Savings institution, 96 Warren street, 
this city. which is not yet terminated. On 
making the investigation the superintendent 
discovered a deficiency of $70,000, caused 
partly by the overdrafts of Clarence D. Heat 
on and William H. Buxton, officers of the 
institution, and the abstraction of funds »y D. 
I). Tompkins, paying teller. Twenty-fite 
thousand dollars of overdrafts made bit 
Willlam H. Buxton, secretary, were at cnce 
made good by him by the payment of that 
much cash and he also gaye first-class securi- 
tv for the payment of any further snm which 
might, at any time, be fonnd due py him to 
the institution. About $1,200 was paid over 
to the institution by Claftence D. Lleaton, 
president. 

“The president and secretary presented 
their resignations, which were accept. Un- 
der the circumstances there will be no loss 
of money whatever to the institution; even 
if there had been a loess of $45,000 (being 
about the balance of the deficiency), it 
could not, in amywise, effect the institullon 
or its depositors, as the bank has uew a 
clean surplus of $675,000.” 


ANOTHER BANKEGONE. 


President Marr Turned Over All of His 
Property. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 13.—(Special.)—The 

Nashville Sayings Company, Thomas 8S. 

Marr president, made an assignment tonight 


for the benefit of its creditors. Mr. Marr, 
who is ene of the oldest bankers in Nash- 


Fille, is really the company and mainly did 
a brokerage business. He assigns his resi- 
dence and all other property. The failure 
was doubtless due to the losses throygh the 
suspension of Arthur Ketcham & Co., of New 
York. The assets are worth about $125,000. 
The liabilities are $282,876, distributed as 
follows: Deposits, $109,010.22; certificates 
deposits, 72,911.21; bilis payable, $30,800;

Still 
he thinks he could have stood it’ and gotten 
all right again if it had not been for the 
Commercial bank fallure. iis destroyed 
confidence in banks to such an extent that 
depositors gradually drew out their money 
and thus reduced the amount on deposit 
very largely. This was the real cause of 
the failure, as it tvas —— to carry on 
the business with so small & margin to draw 
on.

A DRAMATIC INCIDENT IN COURT. 


Dr. Draper Showed How the Blows 
Were Struck. 


THE HATCHET’S QUICK FLASH. 


No Blood Was Found on the Prisoner’s 
Shoes or Hose—A Barber Tells 
a Singular Story. 


New Bedford, Mass., June 13.—Again today 
a great crowd thronged the courtroom where 
Lizzie Borden is being tried for murder. 

Mr. Adams continued the cross-exanination 
of Dr. Dotan, who described the position of 
the bodies and the blood spots and said the 
biows came from the left to right and were 
of moderate force. The prisonef sat with 
closed eyes and her face covered. 

Continuing, the doctor said the blows were 
made by a sharp instrument and those on 
Mrs. Borden by a person astride the body. 

A juryman was taken sick and a recess was 
taken. 

The prisoner was affected by the gruesome 
exhibits and was led from the room. 

The session being resumed, Dr. Dolan ad- 
mitted testifying iu the preliminary hearing 
that Mrs. Borden’s death was an bour to 
an hour and a half before his examination of 
her, but he now thought it was an hour to 
an hour and a half before Mr. LMorden’s 
death. He could not safely Judge from blvod 
coagulation alone, or from digestion alone. 

There was a short re-direct examination. 
On recross-examination, Dr. Dolan sald the 
leugth of the wound would not determine the 
length of the ege of the instrument. 

br. KE. S. Wood, of Harvard Medical col- 
lege, was next calied and described the examl- 
nuuon of the stomachs. ‘The handle of tue 
hatchet had dust-like ashes on the blade, 
tightiy adhering. Under defendant’s obdjec- 
tion and exception, Professor Wood said tnoat 
the handleiess hatchet might have been clean- 
ed of blood before the handle was broken 


ofr. 

Cross-examined, Professor Wood found noth- 
ing to indicate disease in either stomach and 
their contents showed a difference of an 
hour and an hour and a haif of the time of 
death. ‘Thex@ was no evidence. of poison in 
the stomachs or in the milk used by the 
family on August 3d and ¢th. Examination 
showed no blood on the claw-hammered hatch- 
et or on the blue dress. The hair found on 
this hatchet was not human. The white 
skirt showed a single blood spot. Lrofessor 
Wood said the blood spot on the white skirt 
probably came from the outside and wus 
numan blood. The shoes and stockings and 
dining room door casing had no blood spots. 
The handieless hatchet had no bleod. The 
break in its handle contained no dust. 

Dr. Draper took the stand and described 


the wounds in the skull of Mrs. Borden. 
The prisoner left the courtroom, not wishing 
to hear the wedical testimony or see the 


skulls which were produced by the govern- 
ment. Dr. Draper described the wounds and 
condition of the stomach and blood, to deter- 
mine the priority of death and from examina- 
tion of the skulls swore that the instrument 
producing them was 3 1-2 inches long, the 
exact length of the handleless hatchet. 

At the conctusion of Dr. Draper’s examina- 
tion Dr, Chaver, surgeon expert, was called. 
He gestified that the hundleless hatchet could 
make all the blows on the bodies; that one 
blow on Mrs. Borden was made by a person 
facing her and on cross-examination said 
that the blood would naturally fall on the 
assailant. 

There was a striking and dramatic fllnustra- 
tion a little later, when Mr. Adams asked 
him to illustrate just how the blow would 
have to be struck in order to produce the re- 
sult found on the skull of Mr. Borden. Mr. 
Adams stood before the witness, who is very 
deliberate in all his movements. A hatchet 
was held aloft a second, inclined to the left 
and then flashed through the air, straight as 
it seemed at the skull of Mr. Adams, when 
it seemed as if @he crash of bone must be 
heard, the hatchet stopped and remained 
steady. The spectators gasped. 

A few minutes later the court adjourned. 

A Barber's Story. 

Newark, N. J., June 13.—William H. De- 
vore, who keeps a barber shop here, has 
udded his contribution to the many stories 
about the Borden murder. The story as told 
to the police is as follows: 

“One afternoon last fall, I do not recollect 
the precise date, a man entered my shop. 
He was about five feet six inches tall and 
weighed about a hundred and fifty pounds. 
His hair was black. He was about forty-five 
years of age. His clothes were neat and 
tidy. He wore a brown hat and no coat. He 
said he wanted me to shaye off his hair, 
beard and mustache. I did so. While I was 
Shaying the man, he asked me if I would 
take a chew of opium. When I had finished 
Shaving the man he asked for some writing 
paper. He wrote three letters but they did 
not seem to suit him, so he rewrote them. 
He wrote a tine hand and appeared to be 
trying to disguise his handwriting. He acted 
so strangely that I felt alarmed. Before the 
man went away he looked at himself in the 
giass and said, ‘You would not know me, 
would you?’ I told him no, I would not. f 
noticed two sheets on the floor that he had 
left behind. They were spoiled sheets that 
he had rewritten. One of them was address- 
ed to Mayor Coughlin, of Fall River. It 
read: ‘I murdered Mrs. Borden. I did it out 
of revenge. It is no use trying to catch me, 
because I am so disguised you would not 
know me. 

The police do not know what to make of It. 
It is possible the man was a crank.

One of the most interesting features of the 
commencement season was the presentation 
tonight of the Remsen Crawford medal for 
the best essay. The donor, Mr. Remsen 
Crawford, of The Constitution’s staff, made 
a splendid presentation address. 

Speaking of southern literature and what the 
schools have not had to do with it, Mr. Craw- 
ford showed how, as a general thing, the 
greatest scope of usefulness of female col- 
leges had been negiected. There are but two 
desirable vocations for young women of the 
south—teaching and writing. He showed 
how the profession of letters offered so many 
more inducements than that a teaching and 
deplored the fact that so few southern girls 
apply themselves to the building up of the 
impoverished literature of the soifih. 

“But.’’ said he, ‘‘the success that crowns 
the worthy efforts of this school in its de- 
partment of literature gives promise of a 
brighter day for southern literature not far 
distant in the future. Here, in this fair land 
of the south, a land of beauty, of sunlight 
and song, the very heart and home of Amer. 
ican literature by that nature which has lav- 
ished all her loveliness upon it, a land where 
every sighing breeze fraught with the perfume 
of figwers fair and sweet, fans romance into 
life; a land where blue-topped mountains, sil- 
ver lakes, great fields, waving green with 
corn, ‘cotton bursting into white’ beneath the 
stars—all join to form a picture of imperial 
beauty to shame the painter’s hand-—here In 
a land like this, land of fiction, of romancé 
and of dreams, fair woman, a-weary with the 
vain pomp and giory of her social realm, will 
vet disdain not to take the pen so dry upon 
the stand and paint pictures Of the south to 
adorn the costly volumes of the literature of 
the world.”

Atlanta’s Democratic Guest. 

Congressman Bryan, of Nebraska, has 
won not only fame as a brilliant ang an 
eloquent orator, but distinction as a 
fearless democrat. His sympathies go 
out to the whole democratic people. On 
neither the tariff nor the financial is- 
sues is he disposed to make terms with 
the monopolists and the extreme money 
power. He stands squarely on the dem- 
ocratic platform as it is written and as 
the voters of the country interpreted it. 
He is in favor of a tariff for revenue 
only, the free coinage of silver on the 
same terms with gold, and is not in 
favor of the repeal of the Sherman law 
unless that law is treated as the demo- 
cratic platform treats it, and a substi- 
tute recognizing silver as a money metal 
and our silver coins as the money of 
tinal payment. 

As the Sherman law is up for discus- 
Sion, and as theggiews of Atlanta’s elo- 
quent guest may add to the interest 
which his presence is sure to arouse, we 
reproduce the following extract from a 
letter which he wrote to The St. Louis 
Republic a few weeks ago: 

What would be the result of a repeal of 
the Sherman law without the substitution of 
some other provision as favorable to silver? 
The first effect would be to throw upon the 


market 54,000,000 ounces of siiver per year 
That is 
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eyer—not even a new supply of gold— 
to take the place of the silver coin that 
his announcement has demonetized. 

If this coin is not primary money it is 
a debt, and if we have no money of 
final payment but gold, then our cur- 
reney system is in a ticklish condition. 
When business makes another effort to 
adjust itself to this condition there will 
be another fall of prices, another con- 
traction of values and of credit, and the 
country will take another long step for- 
ward in the direction of the inevitable 
ruin that the single gold standard is 
preparing for its victims.

But even if it were probable that 
the repeal of the Sherman act would bring 
on a crisis and compel England to agree to 
bimetallism, we cannot afford to take the 
chatces. In case of failure, it might be im- 
possible for us to regain the lost ground.

The individual is not responsi- 
ble for the character of the currency 
he has in his possession, and cannot em- 
ploy towards it those functions that ex- 
clusively belong to the government. 

When the government coins money 
or issues notes against money its guar- 
antee goes with it, but if any or all cred- 
itors are to have the power to dictate 
what form of money the notes they 
hold shall be paid in, then it must be 
clear, even to the clouded comprehen- 
sion of The Courier-Journal, that the 
government surrenders one of its most 
important functions. It cannot discrim- 
inate against its own money—we are 
speaking of real money—nor can it per- 
mit its creditors to do so.

MISS JULIA FORCE’S CASE SET. 


Gus Allen, the Man That Assaulted Patrol- 
man Randall, in Court—He Was Ad- 
judged Insane the Second Time. 


Harry Hill's bond was reset yesterday 
by Solicitor Charley Hill. 

The first bond fixed was the one for $7,000 
on the first four indictments, but Hill was 
either unable to give it or did not care to 
do 80. 

The amount of the bond now is $11,000, 
the increase being at the rate of $550 an 
indietment. Since Solicitor Hill bas in- 
creased the amount of Harry Hill's bond 
it is still less probable that he will be able 
to give it. od 

Not a single one of the cases on the 
eleven indictments for forgery found against 
Hill has been set for trial as yet, and it is 
hardly likely that he will be brought to trial 
before the next term of the court, as Solici- 
tor Hill has his bands full with bond Assos. 

The ease of Miss Julia Force, against 
whom there are now two indictments for 
the murder of her two sisters, Misses Min- 
nie and Florence, was set yesterday for 
June 26th. 

It was set yesterday afternoon in order 
to allow the defense plenty of time to get 
ready by the date selected for the calling 
Of the case. 

Solicitor Hill will prosecute Miss Force, 
and will have an associate counsel in the 
matter to aid him. Who the counsel will 
be the solicitor has not decided upon. Rep- 


Hardeman, of Macon, and Mr. Burton 
Smith. A plea of insanity will probably be 
entered by the counsel for the detense. 

The outcome of the Foree case will be 
awaited with more than ordinary interest, 
and it is expected that it will be very difh- 
cult to secure a jury. The details of the 
murder of Misses Minnie and Florence 
lorce by their sister, the defendant, are 
still fresh in the minds of the public. Miss 
Julia Force’s own story told most vividly 
how the cold-blooded murder was executed; 
how she bought the pistol and to what ef- 
fect she used it. 


To the press she gave a_= state 
ment, Written by herself, which 
purported to be a story of her 
own life, and which was written in a 


remarkably good style. She was put on 
trial in the ordinary’s court on a writ of 
insanity, and when the jury found her in- 
Sane she declared vehemently that she was 
hot crazy. 

Judge Calhoun has been quoted as sav- 
ing that he did not believe that she eould 
be tried after having been’ found insane, 
but Solicitor Hill will nevertheless push 
the case to a speedy trial. 

Gus Allen Adijiudged Iusane Again. 

Apparently helpless and limp, Gus Allen, 
the man who came very near murdering 
Patrolinan Randall, was carried into Judge 
Richard Clark’s_courtroom to be tried for 
assault with intent to murder. 

Allen was sent for by Judge Clark, and 
word was returned that he was so violent 
that his clothes could not be put on him, 
and that it was iherefore impossible to 
bring him to the courthouse. Judge Clark 
notified the sheriff that it was absolutely 
necessary to have him present. It took no 
less than a half dozen men to hold Allen 
to the floor while he was dressed in the 
best Manner possible under the circum- 
stances. He was placed in a hack and 
brought to the courthouse where four men 
attempted to take him into the courtroom. 
Ile fonght and struggled, and succeeded 
in getting a very dirty rag tightly clinched 
hetween his teeth. After he became ex- 
haustel he was entirely helpless and was 
dragged into the presence of Judge Clark 
and placed in a chair.
